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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1-32 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 

non-statutory subject matter. The rejection relies on the guidance of Ex parte Bowman, 

61 USPQ2d 1655, 1671 . The claims are not tied to the technological arts. Rather, the 

limiting language is directed to merely making mental computations and manually 

delivering and paying for goods. This language is very analogous to the fact pattern of 

the cited case, which comprises mental computations and plotting results on paper. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Bodie et 
al., Investments. 

4. The reference teaches of a forward contract, (page 686, 2 nd paragraph) A 
forward contract requires a farmer to deliver a agricultural product at a price agrees 
upon today for a harvest to be delivered at a future date. Table 21.1 shows nonlimiting 
example agricultural products subject to forward contracts. The examiner takes official 
notice that agricultural products are also sold spot prices (prices set today for delivery 
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today). All language directed to the characteristics of the buyer (reseller etc. ) carry no 
patentable weight. With respect to language of caps and floors, a single forward price 
reads on either a cap or a floor. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 17-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bodie et al., Investments. 

7. The reference teaches of a forward contract, (page 686, 2 nd paragraph) A 
forward contract requires a farmer to deliver a agricultural product at a price agrees 
upon today for a harvest to be delivered at a future date. Table 21 .1 shows nonlimiting 
example agricultural products subject to forward contracts. The examiner takes official 
notice that agricultural products are also sold spot prices (prices set today for delivery 
today). All language directed to the characteristics of the buyer (reseller etc. ) carry no 
patentable weight. The prior art does not directly teach of forward contracts with caps 
and floors, the examiner takes official notice that caps and floors are routinely adopted 
in financial contracts and that caps and floors reduce risk. It would have been obvious 
for one skilled in the art at the time to have modified the prior art as motivated by the 
need to reduce risk. Moreover, Caps and Floors are art recognized variables and the 
use thereof for their known results is obvious.
